Will the congregation please turn to page 16 of the March 1993 QEX... or 
refer to the ARRL qrp publication that contains Zack Lau's 40 meter rig? 
Check out Figures 3 and 8, and tell me what you see. This isn't just the 
front end of a great rig design, it's a freakin' transverter! Consider the 
common, lowly 14.318 MHz microprocessor rocks. If you heterodyne 3.78-3.85 
MHz with a 14.318 carrier, you end up in the SSB portion of the 17m band. 
If I'm reasoning correctly at the end of a long week, then you also end up 
flipping sidebands, since the output is on the other side of the carrier 
freq. (If I'm wrong, someone stop me quickly!) 


The mods to Lau's design would have to be linear biasing of the transmitter 
amps, frequency changes for the filters, and, probably, the addition of a 
vox-triggered attenuator to go from rig to mixer. 


Since seeing the article, I keep thinking of trying to build such a 
transverter... to minimize having to make new rigs for new bands, if nothing 
else. Anyone know what sort of attenuation a Z-match would provide as a 
bandpass from 50 ohms to 50 ohms? What I'm wondering is if you could put 
something like a micro-ZM-2 between the mixer for bandpassing. With a 
decent enough rock collection, you could use one transverter to hop between 
bands without hopping between rigs (?).

As for voltage converters: 

I own a 1973 VW bug which has been converted to run on batteries. At the 
moment the main pack is 104 volts (13 x 8 volts). The 8 volt batteries are 
Trojan T-890's, which are much like a T-105 golf cart battery, but with an 
extra cell. 

I have a voltage converter which can supply 12 volts at up to 30 amps to 
run accessories. That would run a group of QRP rigs for months. It is a 
commercially built unit, which will work with any input from about 84 to 120 
volts DC. It makes no noticeable noise on the normal AM or FM radio, but I 
have not tried a 2m or HF rig, because the main motor controller is very RF 
noisy. It is rated at 120 volts at about 500 amps. That is some light 
dimmer! And the whine coming from the AM radio acts as a very good 
tachometer, when accelerating. 

I've been asked by the club about parking the rig and just using the 
battery pack and converter to run a 100 watt field day station. It would be 
a good test of the cleanliness of the converter.

Place the rig upside down on a soft towel with the front panel and knobs 


facing you Remove the eight screws on the bottom cover Lift it off 
exposing the main circuit board. In the upper right comer are four small 
pots in a L-shaped pattern Locate R-267 near the bottom of the "L," it 
sets the span of the RF PWR control on the front panel. 


Plug an accurate wattmeter connected to a dummy load into the rig's 
antenna socket on the rear panel, switch the transceiver on, and adjust 
the front panel RF PWR control for minimum Select CW and key the rig 
only long enough to read the wattmeter Power output typically will be 
ten watts.

Once again, operating the SMK-1 on 80 Meters, with a rockbound transmitter of 
3/4 Watt output and a receiver with just enough tuning range to provide a 
good amount of RIT, gained me some very satisfying local contacts and a 
couple of very thrilling DX (for 80 Meter QRPp) contacts. 


The first, and best of the Thrills was Steve, NOTU, in Monument, Colorado, 
who gave me a 559, and said the SMK80 sounded like a K2. When he first 
called, I didn't get the 0, thought it was a 7, which, in and of itself would 
have been DX enough for QRPp on 80, especially if it were in Oregon or 
Washington. But, on his second call, I got the © and Colorado, and what a 
thrill it was to know that the little 80 Meter SMK-1 was being heard on the 
other side of the Rockies! 


During the winter months, with QRP levels of power on 80 Meters, I am used to 
being able to work the western states of Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, 
Arizona and California, but was quite surprised to get a good, solid contact 
from Colorado.

624 Stood for 6/2/440 Meters Kits He began building RF AMPs for those 
Bands and later branched out into Qrp Stuff. I have a couple of his kits 
stashed away also. Seems like he was in NC or VA. 


Bruce Williams,WA6IVC, as Bruce Muscolino mentioned Made and Sold the MXM 
Receiver Kit. I have one of those also. As I recall, I had a problem with 
it, which Bruce fixed and Returned to me (NO CHARGE). I think it was a 
circuit board trace, but could be mistaken, It was quite some time back 
now. Bruce is a (SK). 


Doug DeMaw, W1FB Did have his own Operation and Sold a few Small Kits, and 
Information Packets. He sold out to Oak Hills Research, who merged his 
small product line with their Transceiver line. They have since been sold 
to MorseX, N1FN, Marshall Emm. Who Incedently carries many other Small QRP 
Specialty Products from other Vendors as well as the Oak Hills and MorseX 
Product lines of Transceivers, Wattmeter, Keys, and Morse Code Software 
and other items.

Bill is active here on the list and can give you 
details I am sure. 


I vaguely Recall Digitrex. I recall them at Dayton one year. WB8VGE might 
have had one. No, Someone else there in DAYTON, OHIO area had one. His 
Call Slips my mind just now, but he was another of the Ohio Good Guys. 

I camped out at his house one year. Seems like i recall a Digital Readout 
Display on the rig. I can almost picture it, but sorry I can't recall the 
details. 


I believe there were some Board only Kits for a couple of the rigs. Like 
Radio Kit and one that was a knock off of Dave Bensons SWL Rig. One of 
our parts suppliers had a big of parts and pcb for Daves Kit. If you 

bought Daves Kit, It worked right off, no problem. The Knock off kit did 


not work. It had at least one error on the pcb. Maybe more. I don't recall 
the details.

Judge Thomas E. Carlson of U.S. bankruptcy court today canceled 
the Master Distribution Agreements between the At Home Corporation and 
the cable companies to which it provides high-speed Internet service, 
including AT&T. 


AT&T has not been told whether or not the At Home Corporation 
intends to shut down its service. However, AT&T representatives are 
scheduled to meet with executives of At Home to discuss the matter. 
AT&T is prepared to take appropriate steps to protect service to its 
customers, including, if necessary, moving its customers to a new 
high-speed Internet network immediately. 


The company said that individual customers could be moved to the 
new network in one to 14 days if necessary. The company will 
automatically issue credits to all customers who experience an 
interruption of service at the rate of two days free service for every 
day of interruption. 


The company noted that former MediaOne customers, who are served 
by the AT&T Broadband network are not affected by today's action. Nor 
are customers of AT&T Broadband's video or telephony services.

",..Despite the threats, Carlson and numerous attorneys for 
bondholders and unsecured creditors said that shutting off service was 
highly unlikely--chiefly because such a move would be detrimental to 
all parties involved.

One 
bondholder said cable companies would engage in a "murder-suicide" 
pact with Excite@Home if they switched off service...."

How efficent is that tuner or BALUN ? 


The RF probe (discussed here on the list) 
can be used to measure the efficiency 
of a reactive component. 


Lets LQQK at using the same RF probe 
as a RELATIVE (comparative) measuring device. 


No calibration is required to yield fairly accurate results 
when the RF probe is used as a realative measuring device. 


A relative measuring device samples RF energy 

at the input of a reactive component (test point >A<) and 

then again at the output of that same component

*xTHEN*x a more ‘accurate’ test result would occur. WHY ? 


Because of that blasted diode nonlinear curve. 
The closer (in value) the test point samples occur (on the curve) 


the more accurate the test results. 
The heart of the RF probe is a diode (nothing new to this group). 


The diode is a nonlinear device and as such 
is very poor when used for an ABSOLUTE measuring device. 


Why ? Because it is not known at what point on the diode's nonlinear 
curve the measurement was taken. Therefore, an absolute measuring device 
must first be CALIBRATED in units such as Volts or Watts to yield results 
with any meaning and 

then the accuracy of that measurement depends on the calibration 
technique. 


An ABSOLUTE measuring device samples RF energy 
at test point >A< to yield a value, for example, of 5 Watts, 
plus or minus the accuracy of the calibration procedure. 


No calibration is required to yield fairly accurate results 
when the RF probe is used as a RELATIVE measuring device. 
HOWEVER, the BETTER your RF circuit techniques results in 
LESS leakage and ‘stray ‘stuff 

therefore 

the better the accuracy and repearability. 


Resolution (another topic) depends on the TYPE of Volt meter used to 
measure the test point levels found on that nonlinear diode curve. The 
digital meter yields better resolution than an analog meter.

Earlier this year I had a go at the ARRL CW DX contest, and that was great 
fun. I used the N3FIP contest logging software and it sure made a difference 
to me. Watching your score go up with every QSO "forces" me to try harder, 
and just makes it more fun for me. 


My score was pretty good I guess, but I realized that there must be allot of 
things I could do better and get a better score next time. So I asked for 
help by posting a query on QRP-L. Several great replies resulted, and I 
edited them and made a little webpage so others could view them all 
together.

Then Sunday morning the bands had greatly improved, and I was sorry I hadn't 
pushed hard Saturday. Maybe I've learned another lesson for future 
reference. 


Anyway I did get several new DXCC countries worked. From home Saturday, and 
Sunday morning. I'm pleased at that. Then it was time to leave and drive my 
wife to her ballet class in Fayetteville, AR. She dosnt see well at night so 
she needs me to ride along in the winter months for the past several years. 
I don't mind, and use the opportunity to do some mobile hamming from the 
pickup truck, parked outside of the city. 

As soon as I got her dropped off, I hurried to a quiet little cemetery, and 
setup my PW-1 screwdriver antenna on the back of the truck, and my Index 
Labs QRP+. Also I brought my Toshiba Satellite notebook computer along and 
using a bunji cord I attached it to the steering wheel. 


>From about 1:15PM to 4:15PM local time I tuned up and down 10 and 15M and 
worked several DX stations. My power was again set to 750mW. 


Bob Patton N4BP was in Florida, but I just had to work him too. He was one 
of those who has shared some of his secrets of contesting. 


All contacts at home were made with my kK2, set at 750mW with my WM-2 
wattmeter. The antenna at home is a 2 element quad for 10 and 15M on my 70ft 
tower. My 40 and 80M antennas are 30% shortened wire verticals hung in 
trees, with four quarter wave radials, 5ft off the ground. I am especially 
proud that my 40 and 80M verticals reached HC8N on Galapagos Island with 
only 750mW. But HC8N gets 51% of the "credit" for being able to copy me.

I like the idea of using the RF probe to check out the efficiency of 
components, but I'm not sure I'm following all your math. 


Efficiency would generally be described in terms of xpower* ratios rather 
than voltage ratios. That's because the devices you mention as examples 
(reactive components, baluns and tuners) may change the voltage in order to 
bring about an impedance transformation. And the voltage ratio is not 
highly dependent on the efficiency of the device. A device that performs a 
voltage step-up might show greater than 100% efficiency if you use voltage 
ratios alone. 


I'd think that to do the efficiency calc, you'd need to know the resistive 
component of the load seen by the source and the resistive component of the 
actual load down stream of the device being tested. Then measure (if 
possible) the voltages at the source and load. Square each voltage and 


divide by its resistance. That gives the input and output powers.

I concure with Nick. 


And since power is ExE/R, the accuracy of the voltage measurment is 
important. Because of the voltage squared term, not factoring in the diode 
drop can significantly throw off the power calculations, especially if the 
input/output voltages are not very similer. 


However, if the voltages are reasonably large compaired to the diode drop, 
one can assume a typical 0.500 volt drop for the diode and your results 
will be in the right ball park. 


One method of finding the actual diode drop for varrious input voltages is 
to use a variable DC supply, connected across the diode and it's load. 
You'll need a supply that can go up to about 30 volts to simulate a 5 Watt 
Signal though. Put a voltmeter across the diode and varry the input 
voltage. You'll probably find that above a few volts input, the diode drop 
is pretty much constant Pick some average drop in the middle of the range 
to add to the probes voltage measurements, and that will put you on the 
playing field, rathier than just in the ball park.
